Cranston, Murphy

Sfl'd Cranston, "Every well- 


inte> oned step deeper into 
Southeast Asia by four suc- 
cessive presidents 
has been 


intended to save American lives. 
The result is 41,000 dead 
Americans, 322,750 wounded 
Americans, and a 
deeply 


divided America." 


The different views of Murphy 


and Cranston are only symbolic 
of the Congress itself where 
opinion is sharply divided. 


Murphy has voiced strong 


support for President Nixon's 
Vietnamization program on the 
war. He said he believed the 
Cambodian action would help 
that effort and enable the 
president to continue to return 
U.S. troops home. 


Murphy, as a member of the 


Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, was briefed on the 
Cambodian 
action by 
the 


president during a breakfast 
meeting. 


"I certainly support the 


decision of President Nixon and 
his advisors," Murphy said. "I 
wish those who are complaining 
about South Vietnamese and 
American presence in Cam- 
bodia would start complaining 
about the North Vietnamese who 
can stop the war any time they 
wish." 


So perturbed over the action, 


Sen. Cranston joined with four 
other liberal senators in spon- 
soring an amendment to deny 
the president funds to continue 
the Cambodian venture. 


Cranston labeled Nixon's 


decision "this latest act of 
folly," and vowed to use "every 


power available to the Senate" 
to reverse it. The only way to 
save American lives in Vietnam 
and elsewhere in Southeast Asia 
is to get every American soldier 
out, he asserted.

TEMPERS FLARE 
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Sheriff Points Out 
He Is Not Sole Boss 


Any sheriff elected in Tehama 


County will find he is not the sole 
boss of his department, Lyle 
Williams, wlio holds the job now, 
declared today. 


The sheriff's remark was 


prompted by a string of 
questions 
propounded 
by 


Marcus Murphy, Corning police 
investigator and one of four 
candidates seeking the office. 
The others are Williams' Fred 
Engle, former deputy director of 
the California Department of 
Corrections, and William B. 
Latka, real estate broker and 
former Bur bank policeman. 


Williams pointed out that the 


county supervisors have 
important part in deciding what 
the sheriff can do. 


"He can make a lot of 


promises," he declared, "but if 
elected will find that he is not the 
sole boss, as he will have five 
supervisors who will control the 
purse strings of the county." 


Murphy, addressing a get- 


acquainted dinner gathering of 
about a hundred persons this 
past weekend, called for a 
number of changes in the run- 
ning of the sheriff's department. 
Among them were more cars out 
on 24-hour patrol, expanded in- 
service training, establishment 
of a juvenile guidance officer, 
well-trained reserve officers to 
assist patrol deputies, and 
recruiting deputies locally. 


On the subject of the 24-hour/ 


patrol, Williams declared: 


"This would be fine, but it 


would cost money. Tehama 
County has 3,200 square miles. It 
is not like & city the size of Red 
Bluff, with approximately 20 
square miles. 


"At the present time we have 


to concentrate on the most 
populated areas for our heavy 
patrol at night. We now have 
four cars patrolling these areas. 
There is also one plain car at 
large in the county at night. We 
have several other patrol ac- 
tivities which we cannot disclose 
at this time." 


On the matter of recruiting 


deputies, the sheriff pointed out 
that 23 of his 28 men are from 
Tehama County. But, he said: 


"There is a time when an 


administrator must consider 
who is the best man for the job. 
Four years ago I needed a 
narcotics officer, so I hired one 
from the Los Angeles Sheriff's 
Department as there were none 
available in Tehama County." 


He added that he had hired 


three other former Southern 
California 
or 
Bay 
area 


policemen living in the county, 
and that hiring them was a 
saving in that they had already 
had their schooling. 


The sheriff agreed with 


Murphy on the benefit of using 
reserve 
officers and of in- 


service training, both of which 
he said is now being done. He 
rejected the idea of a juvenile 
guidance officer, however. 


"I would like to think that all 


of my officers are juvenile of- 
ficers," the sheriff declared. 
"They have had their proper 
training in their schooling, and 
many of them are active with 
youth in Little League, Youth 
Council, Boy Scouts, etc. I don't 
see how we could do more." 


"I agree 100 per cent," hp said 


on the subject of using well- 
trained reserve officers to assist 
the deputies. "And we have just 
that. We have ten men, most of 
them former police officers, who 
wish to help in time of an 
emergency. These men are all 
uniform officers trained in the 
laws of arrest, riot control, and 
patrol duties They work the 
rodeos, fairs and dances in the 
county. They are also radio 
dispatchers in the office and ride 
with the night patrolmen." 


"I agree again," he said of in- 


service training. "We have 
practiced this for many years.

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Bee 'Rustling' Becoming 
Serious Problem In State 


Cattle rustling is bad enough, 


but now bee "rustling" — the 
theft of honey bees and equip- 
ment — is becoming a serious 
problem in California, ac- 
cording to Homer L. Foote, 
Program Supervisor of the State 
Department of Agriculture's 
Apiaiy Inspection Service. 


More than $13,000 worth of bee 


j 
equipment, bees and 
queens 


were stolen from California 
beekeepers in recent months, 
Pootc reported. This figure clccc 
not include the stolen bees' 
pollination value to farm crops, 
nor the future honey crop they 
would have produced for their 
owners. 


Most beekeeping equipment is 


branded by the owner, and these 
brands are registered with the 
California 
Department 
of 


Agriculture's Apiary Inspection 
Service. This helps to identify 
stolen equipment. However, 
some thieves remove the bees 


and honey from a pilfered hive 
and throw the equipment away, 
Foote said. 


Livestock are branded on 


their shoulders or hips but 
branding a bee would raise 
serious problems, including the 
fact that a worker bee carries its 
own "branding iron" 
and 


doesn't hesitate to use it. 


The bigger losses, such as a 


theft of 1400 queen bees early in 
April from a Colusa apiary, and 
150 nives of bees stolen early iast 
year from a Riverside apiary, 
were likely the work of an ac- 
complished thief, possibly a 
dishonest beekeeper, Foote said. 


On the other hand, losses of 


two or three hives, are more 
likely the work of amateur 
thieves. One nocturnal foray 
into an apiary failed when the 
bees, angered by some rough 
handling, erupted from a hive 
and stung the thief, causing him 


to drop the swarm and run for 
his life. 


Bee thefts have occurred in 


several parts of the state, in- 
cluding Riverside, San Ber- 
nardino, Kern, Madera, Merced, 
Tulare, Ventura, Kern, San 
Joaquin, Stanislaus and Colusa 
counties. 


Some beekeepers reportedly 


know their own bees so well that 
they can identify them when 
found in another 
locality. 


Potential thieves might keep 
this in mind as an occupational 
hazard. 


Why would anyone steal 


swarms of bees from hard- 
working 
apiarists? 
Many 


beekeepers would like to know 
the answer. Once bees and their 
equipment are stolen, they seem 
to disappear from the earth. 
Some apiarists believe they are 
taken across the border to 
Mexico and sold for their crop 


pollination services. Others 
believe that thieves remove the 
honey and sell it, then destroy 
the hives and bees by burning 
them. 


In addition to their great value 


to mankind in producing honey, 
bees are vital to the production 
of some $300 million worth of 
crops 
in 
California. 
For 


example, the 122,000 tons of 
almonds produced in the state 
last year could not have been 
prnHncprf without the pollen 
being carried to each blossom 
by a honey bee. 


Foote urged that beekeepers 


take all possible precautions to 
avoid theft of their bees and 
equipment. One precaution is to 
brand every piece of bee 
equipment and refuse to sell any 
branded equipment. Anyone 
else with that brand on equip- 
ment 
in 
his 
possession, 


therefore, would be guilty of 
theft.

Bee ‘Rustling’ Becoming 
Serious Problem In State 


Cattle rustling is bad enough, 
but now bee “rustling” — the 
theft of honey bees and equip­ 
ment — is becoming a serious 
problem in California, ac­ 
cording to Homer L. Foote, 
Program Supervisor of the State 
Department of Agriculture’s 
Apiary Inspection Service. 
More than $13,000 worth of bee 
equipment, bees and queens 
were stolen from California 
beekeepers in recent months, 
Foote reported. This figure does 
not include the stolen bees’ 
pollination value to farm crops, 
nor the future honey crop they 
would have produced for their 
owners. 
Most beekeeping equipment is 
branded by the owner, and these 
brands are registered with the 
California 
Department 
of 
Agriculture’s Apiary Inspection 
Service. This helps to identify 
stolen equipment. However, 
some thieves remove the bees 


and honey from a pilfered hive 
and throw the equipment away, 
Foote said. 
Livestock are branded on 
their shoulders or hips but 
branding a bee would raise 
serious problems, including the 
fact that a worker bee carries its 
own “ branding iron” and 
doesn’t hesitate to use it. 
The bigger losses, such as a 
theft of 1400 queen bees early in 
April from a Colusa apiary, and 
150 hives of bees stolen early last 
year from a Riverside apiary, 
were likely the work of an ac­ 
complished thief, possibly a 
dishonest beekeeper, Foote said. 
On the other hand, losses of 
two or three hives, are more 
likely the work of amateur 
thieves. One nocturnal foray 
into an apiary failed when the 
bees, angered by some rough 
handling, erupted from a hive 
and stung the thief, causing him 
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to drop the swarm and run for 
his life. 
Bee thefts have occurred in 
several parts of the state, in­ 
cluding Riverside, San Ber­ 
nardino, Kern, Madera, Merced, 
Tulare, Ventura, Kern, San 
Joaquin, Stanislaus and Colusa 
counties. 
Some beekeepers reportedly 
know their own bees so well that 
they can identify them when 
found in another locality. 
Potential thieves might keep 
this in mind as an occupational 
hazard. 


Why would anyone steal 
swarms of bees from hard­ 
working 
apiarists? 
Many 
beekeepers would like to know 
the answer. Once bees and their 
equipment are stolen, they seem 
to disappear from the earth. 
Some apiarists believe they are 
taken across the border to 
Mexico and sold for their crop 


pollination services. Others 
believe that Ihieves remove the 
honey and sell it, then destroy 
the hives and bees by burning 
them. 
In addition to their great value 
to mankind in producing honey, 
bees are vital to the production 
of some $300 million worch of 
crops 
in 
California. 
For 
example, the 122,000 tons of 
almonds produced in the state 
last year could not have been 
produced without the pollen 
being carried to each blossom 
by a honey bee. 
Foote urged that beekeepers 
take all possible precautions to 
avoid theft of their bees and 
equipment. One precaution is to 
brand every piece of bee 
equipment and refuse to sell any 
branded equipment. Anyone 
else with that brand on equip­ 
ment 
in 
his 
possession, 
therefore, would be guilty of 
theft.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Nixon Has One Eye On Cambodia 
And The Other On The Kremlin 
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By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — President 
Nixon is directing the Cam­ 
bodian operation with one eye on 
Cambodia and the other on the 
Kremlin. 
His decision to send U. S. 
ground forces into Cambodia, he 
told his cabinet, was intended as 
much to establish "credibility” 
with the Soviets as to knock out 
the Communist sanctuaries.

HOMOSEXUAL HUNT

government has denied security 
clearance to homosexuals who 
mi0 it be susceptible to black­ 
mail. This wouldn’t affect an 
announced homosexual who 
made no secret of his deviation 
and, therefore, couldn't be 
blackmailed because of It. 
Sue e man. Otto Ulrich Jr., 
has bald a secret-level clearance 
for nearly three years as a 
translator with the Btonetics 
R esearch Laboratories near 
Washington In hie application 
for a clearance, he stated 
frankly that he waa a member of 
the local chapter of the Mat- 
tac tune Society, an organisation 
principally of homosexuals 
Not until last year did the 
government make an issue of Mi 
tea hie. He eras summoned to e

Pentagon officials admitted 
that Ulrich was not charged with 
susceptibility to blackmail and 
that he has never been arrested.

heterosexual behavior, which is 
also illegal in many states, is not 
a cause for action. 
After the formal charges were 
brought against him, Ulrich was 
sent the same set of vulgar, 
graphic questions that he had 
refused to answer at the 
hearing. Again he refused. As a 
consequence, the Pentagon has 
suspended

security 
clearance. 
The case is regarded as a 
precedent for a new crackdown 
on homosexuals. 


ARAB TENSIONS 
The flare-up of fighting in the 
Middle Éast caught the Arab 
military coalition shaken by 
disagreement and disunity. The 
worst dissension is found on the 
so-called eastern front where 
tensions have erupted between 
the military forces of Iraq, 
Jordan and Syria 
The Iraquis, 
for 
instance, 
have accused Syrian authoritiea 
of mistreating Iraqui forces 
stationed in Syria. Arab defense 
ministers and military chiefs 
met secretly in Cairo earlier this 
month to iron out the trouble but 
wound up more divided than 
ever.
